However,  a private  institution  without  an  endowment  fund 
is  unique,  and  the  strain  certainly  must  be  growing  on  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

Past  experience  in  dealing  with  high-cost  dances  has  been 
a repitition  of  disappointment  and  loss.  But  last  year  s Junior 
Prom  was  a refreshing  success,  with  a profit  actually  being 
made. 

If  properly  administered,  big  dances  should  meet  expenses 
and  make  it  possible  for  BYU  to  have  three  or  four  name  bands 
each  year. 

There  remains  one  problem  wherein  students  who  are  cor- : 
tinually  wondering  where  the  next  dollar  is  coming  from  will 
not  be  able  to  attend  several  expensive  dances  during  the.  year. 

Dancing  is  certainly  the  most  popular  sport  at  BYU,  and 
this  change  in  attitude  by  the  administration  signals  another 
step  forward  in  the  university's  coming  of  age.

Winter  season’s  early  snowfall  | 
recently  was  the  occasion  for 
some  words  of  advice  from 
Provo  Police  Chief  Jesse  W.  Ev- 
ans about  what  he  calls  “the 
chain  of  control” — an  important 
factor  in  safe  winter  driving. 

“Most  of  the  traffic  accidents 
in  this  area  during  and  after  the 
snowfall  were  minor,  property 
damage  mishaps,”  the  chief  said, 
"but  we  should  take  these  as  a 
, warning  that  more  winter 
j w'eather  is  on  the  way.  Now  is 
the  time  for  drivers  to  realize 
that  extraordinary  attention  and 
caution  are  required  to  keep 
, their  cars  under  control  in  bad 
1 w'eather.” 

POINTING  OUT  THAT  a driv- 
er’s inability  to  control  his-  ve- 
hicle is  a leading  cause  of  win- 
tertime accidents,  the  chief  dic- 
cussed  the  following  “links’  ’ in 
the  "chain  of  driver  control:” 
First  element  in  driver  con- 
trol is  vision  — the  driver’s 
ability  to  see.  Ordinarily,  this 
requires  normal  eyesight  and 
attention,  but  in  bad  weather 
it  also  demands  effective 
windshield  wiper  arms  and 
blades  and  a good  defrosting 
system. 

J Next  link  in  the  chain  is  the 
driver's  judgment  and  coordin- 
ation. When  he  sees  a dangerous 
situation  developing  he  prepares 
j to  slow  down  for  it,  steer  around 
i it,  or  come  to  a complete  stop 
I if  that  is  necessary  to  prevent  an 
i accident.  Or  it  may  be  necessary 
( for  him  to  accelerate  to  escape 
danger. 

THIRD  LINK  IN  THE  CHAIN 

of  driving  control  is  the  mech- 
anical response  of  the  vehicle  it- 
self. This  normally  can  be  de- 
pended upon,  but  periodic  in- 
spection of  brakes  and  steering  | 
equipment  is  recommended. 

If  there  is  too  much  play  in 
the  steering  wheel,  or  if  the 
brake  pedal  almost  touches  the 
floor  before  the  brakes  take 
hold,  or  if  sudden  braking ; 
throws  the  vehicle  to  the  right 
or  left,  the  driver  cannot  feel 
the  confidence  that  comes  with , 
complete  control,  particularly  i 
on  snow  or  ice. 

Fourth,  i9  the  grip  or  traction 
of  the  vehicle’s  tires  upon  the 
roadway.  This  factor  is  all-im- 
portant, Chief  Evans  emphasiz- 
ed, because  without  traction  the  ! 
driver  can  lose  all  control  of 
his  starting,  steering  or  stopping.  I 


TRACTION  FAILURE  IS 

probably  the  most  common 
cause  of  accidents  at  this  time 
of  year,”  he  said.  “Tests  con- 
ducted by  the  Committee  on 
Winter  Driving  Hazards  of  the 
Rational  Safety  Council  showed 
that  a car  equipped  with  regular 
tires,  and  traveling  only  20 
miles  an  hour,  could  be  stopped 
in  21  feet  on  dry  pavement,  but 
on  loosely-packed  snow  the  stop- 
ping distance  increased  to  60 
feet,  and  on  glare  ice  the  brak- 
ing distance  shot  up  to  almost 
200  feet.” 

Science  has  found  a partial 


answer  to  the  winter  traction 
problem,  as  proved  in  hundreds 
of  test  runs  conducted  by  the 
committee.  Snow  tires  provide 
28  per  cent  better  performance 
on  ice  and  51  per  cent  improve- 
ment on  snow.  Reinforced  tire 
chains,  however,  improved  per- 
formance by  313  per  cent  on 
snow  409  per  cent  on  glare  ice. 

‘ Wise  drivers  take  advantage 
of  these  helpful  devices,”  said 
the  chief.  <.“But  they  also  in- 
crease their  caution  and  reduce 
their  speed  to  obtain  maximum 
control  under  adverse  weather 
conditions.”

complishments  of  organized  la- 
bor under  the  Union  Shop  and 
called  for  its  continuation. 

They  also  noted  that  the  so- 
called  “Right-to-Work”  laws 
which  have  been  enacted  by  the 
legislature  of  eighteen  states 
have  been  detrimental  to  the  la- 
bor movement.

T-man  U.  E.  Baughman  warned 
the  public  to  be  alert  in  the 
Christmas  season  lest  bogus 
money  sound  a sour  note  in  the 
merry  jingle  of  the  cash  regis- 
ter. 

Baughman  described  counter- 
feit money  passers  as  “oppor- 
tunists who  are  quick  to  take 
advantage  of  the  Christmas 
chopping  rush,  with  its  crowded 
stores  and  extra  help.” 

He  added:  “Experience  shows 
that  at  this  season  of  the  year 
it  is  most  important  that  the 
public  be  extra  vigilant.” 

The  head  of  the  U.  S.  Sec- 
ret Service  must  depend  on  the 
public  to  help  suppress  counter- 
feiting by  cutting  off  the  source 
of  profit — the  unsuspecting  vic- 


tim oval  background;  the  eyes 
appear  lifelike,  and  the  back- 
ground is  a fine  screen  of  regu- 
lar lines.

If  the  passer  leaves,  write 
down  his  description  and  other 
identification,  such  as  automo- 
bile license  number  and  accom- 
plices.

to  curb  thefts  and  prowls  which 
have  been  occurring  on  the  cam- 


Officers  of  the  Security  Dept, 
attended  a two  day  school  on 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday  spon- 
sored by  the  Central  Utah  Peace 
Officers  Association. 

Special  Agents  Joseph  G. 
Peggs  and  Troy  Standley  of  the 
FBI  presented  the  latest  ideas 
in  law  enforcement  and  prob- 
lems concerning  the  area.  Topics 
of  discussion  included: 

1 . Auto  thefts-emphasis  on  ac 
cessories  and  prowls. 


■3.  Fraudulent  check  investiga- 
tions. 

3.  Utah  State  Laws  of  Arrest. 

4.  Firearms  and  practical 
training  in  firing. 

All  local  law  enforcement  of- 
ficers and  the  FBI  were  concern- 
ed with  the  high  theft  rate  of 
automobile  accessories  and  the 
increasing  prowl  problem.  Dis- 
cussion was  given  to  each  with 
new  ideas  being  contributed  to 
help  control  existing  problems 
and  maintain  better  protection 
for  the  citizens. 


I The  Security  Office  encour- 
ages  students  'and  members  of 
the  BYU  to  be  responsible  to- 
ward their  own  property  and 
that  of  others. 


Suicide  - Love’s  Answer 
To  Feudalistic  Thinking 


Any  prowls  or  thefts,  regard- 
less of  their  semmingly  insignif- 
icance, should  be  reported  im- 
mediately to  Security.  All  par- 
ties are  requested  to  lock  their 
cars  and  keep  any  items  of  value 
Out  of  sight. 

The  best  possible  law  enforce- 
ment is  available  to  the  citizen 
only  when  there  is  complete  co- 
operation between  the  law  en- 
forcement agency  and  the  cit- 1 
izen. 

Security  makes  a plea  for 
members  of  the  university  to  be 
responsible  citizens  in  reporting 
incidents  and  in  protecting  their 
properties. 

In  addition  to  the  aforemen- 
tioned problems  the  Security  Of- 
fice requests  persons  driving  on 
campus  during  the  snow  season 
to  be  particularly  cautious. 

Windshields  should  be  com- 
pletely cleared  as  well  as  rear 
.windows.  Poor  visibility  causes 
I more  than  35  percent  of  all  ac- 
i cidents.  Speed  should  be  reduc- 
ed and  every  precaution  taken 
I to  avoid  any  possible  accident.

TOKYO — (INS) — Japanese  social  critics  Thursday  con- | 
demned  the  feudalistic  thinking  of  this  nation’s  parents  as  the  j 
chief  vilain  in  the  suicide  pact  of  a pretty  Manchurian  princess  ; 
and  he  rstudent  lover. 


They  said  the  wide  gap  between  the  tradition-bound,  views 
of  many  parents  and  the  modern  ideas  of  their  children  have 
driven  many  youths  to  their  deaths. 


LATEST  TRAGEDY  OCCURRED  in  the  mist-shrouded  hills 
of  Izu,  south  of  Tokyo,  where  former  Princess  Eisei  Aishin  Ka- 
kura,  19,  and  Takemichi  Okubo,  20,  died. 

Okubo.  son  of  a railway  executive,  shot  the  princess 
through  the  right  temple  on  Dec.  4,  then  shot  himself.  The 
couple  fled  from  Tokyo  when  their  parents  forbade  them  to  see 
one  another. 

The  National  Public  Health  Board  meanwhile  disclosed 
that  8,131  men  and  women  between  the  ages  of  15  and  24  had 
committed  suicide  in  1956. 

PROF.  HIROSHI  MIN  AMI,  chief  of  Hitotsubashi  Univer- 
sity’s psychological  laboratory  in  Tokyo,  said  many  suicides 
could  be  averted  if  youngster^  were  able  to  discuss  things  more 
freely  with  their  parents. 

The  National  Police  Agency  backed  up  this  view  by  de- 
claring there  is  a growing  trend  among  the  younger  generation 
to  commit  suicide  or  leave  home  in  rebellion  against  the  old 
way  of  life.
